getting ready to come back 
for

The Bismark Sea disaster may 


have dismayed the war lords at 
Tokio, but apparently, Instead of 
being discouraged by it, they are 
calling for more action. There arc 
still many Japanese ships reported 
concentrated in Rabaul Harbor, in 
Eastern New Britain.

there for no good purpose, from 
the point of view of the American 
and Australian forces.

from our generals of World War

That interesting question was 


tossed the other day into a dis- 
cussion of 1944 possibilities and 
although the group was made up 
of veteran politicians, none pooh- 
poohed the idea. 


Out of every war in which the 


Uniled States has been involved 
(with one exception) a military 
man has succeeded to the Presi- 
dency. That exception was World 
War I, but several old timers said 
that Gen. John J. Pershing could 
have been President but that he 
stayed overseas so long (with the 
army of occupation in Germany) 
that the 1020 political lines were 
all established before he could be 
brought into the picture. As it 
was, Pershing was discussed as a 
possibility and had he shown any 
inclination, he might have swelled 
the boom to nomination and pos- 
sibly election.* • • 
AS 70R the other wars, the. 


instances can be recited by 


any youngster. 


Washington emerged from the 


Revolution 'and probably could 
have established the "third term" 
precedent if he had chosen to do 
so. .Out of the war of 1812 came 
Andrew Jackson. The Mexican 
War sent -Zachary Taylor to the 
• 


Presidency. 


The Civil War brought lo the 


White House Gen. Ulysses S. 
Grant. The here of San Juan Hill, 
in the Spanish American war, 


was Vice-President as well as 
President Theodore Roosevelt. 


Some of the graybeards -who 


were here at the time arc positive 
that if "Black Jack" Pershing had 
had Presidential aspirations, the 
record would have been un- 
broken and every major war 
would have given us one or more 
President 
from the 
military 


ranks.

• * 


DOES that mean anything in 


1944? Hardly. The 1944 pres- 


idential election issues are al- 
ready being formed. If the war 
were to end next month, the mili- 
tary situation might be cleared up 
soon enough to allow some hero 
to enter the political arena. But 
if that hurdle were cleared, there 
probably would be none of such 
stature that his popularity would 
be an issue at the polls. 


When considering Presidential 


possibilities. Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur immediately comes to 
mind, but the hero ol Bataan and 
New Guinea has already made it 
pretty clear that he's not inter- 
ested in politics. Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower is a possibility. 


Considered solely as "national 


heroes" who could garner voles 
at the polling booths, neither of 
these has yel reached that point 
The war is yet too young. Mac- 
Arthur in the South Pacific the- 
ater, and Eisenhower in North 
Africa both have undoubtedly 
been getting a taste of "politics" 
they never were called upon to 
gulp before, but Ihey are essen- 
tially fighting men and their re- 
putations lie in the future.

cupied by seven or inoro people 
but less than CO—must,turn in his 
book to the proprietor If he takes 
eight or more meals a week In the 
boarding house. 


Tlio" proprietor then pools the 


books and uses them 
for food 


purchases as If he were the head 
of a large family. He returns the 
book to the boarder If the latter 
leaves 
the 
establishment 
or 


begins to take fcwei' than eight 
meals'a. week. 


The resident of 
a boarding 


house feeding 50 or more persons 
also turns in his ration book, but 
the proprietor merely keeps It on 
file. The proprietor gets Ills cer- 
tificate of food allotment just as 
a hotel or restaurant and uses 
Ihls for food purchases. However, 
at tho end of the ration period, 
Ihe proprietor must 
turn over 


stamps from each of the books In 
bis possession covering the ex- 
pired period.
